Summary of Coverage 


Mission B 4110, flown 28 January 1959, covered the coast of Albania 
and the western portion of the interior, as well as the adjacent Bar-Titograd 
area of Yugoslavia. The Pasha Liman submarine station was covered, the 
Vione, Tirane and Durres areas, and numerous defense installations and 
airfields. 


Quality 


Quality of the coverage is generally good. Several areas of interest 
are on far oblique portions of photography. Cloud cover is confined to far 
oblique areas.
